they had Proviſions very plenty of all ſorts 
but they had no other Drink but Myſ#law 
made of Plantanes, and Chitty made of In 
dian Corn and Water boiled, the manner of 
it is thus, a parcel of Old Women chew the 
5 oe 
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Corn, and then drop ir into a Calabaſh, from 
whence they put it to boil, and ſo drink it. 


On the 16th. Don Pedro returned, with 


| our Captains, and brought ſeveral of his 


Wives and Grandees to attend him, with 14 


Indi ant, which were to ſerve for Pilots up the 
River in our Canoes; one of the 17 9 
was Pedro's Wife, who was very richly Dreſt, 


with Corals, and other Stones, which were 
put on Strings, round her Hands, Arms, 
Legs, and Neck, to a very great value: I 


was informed by Captain Chriſtian that he 


had ſeveral Wives more, and that he had 


had a Child by one of his own Daughters, 


and that that is very common among them 
it is their way, that whenever they Marry 
their Daughters, that the Father (it able ) 
lies with them firſt, if ſhe is a Maid, and it 
the Father is very Old, and paſt his Labour, 


then the Eldeſt SON Joes that Office, and the 
next day all his and her Friends meet, and 
put them together: This Captain Chriſtiaz is 


very well acquainted with all their Methods, 


for he lived among them ſome Years, when 
he was out a Roving on the Account, as the 


Jamaica Men call it, but it is downright Pi- 


rating, they making their own Commiſſions 


on the Capſtane. 
This done we ſet Sail, and on the 1 3th. 


arrived near the Barkadeers, or the Hlace of 


landing, the River we went up was one of 
the pleaſanteſt that ever I was in, being. very 
broad, and deep enough for any Ship to

lies at the Mouth of it; there were very Þ 
pleaſant Trees on both fides, and all man- 
ner of Fiſh and Fowl in it; Parrots were as 
plenty here as Sparrows are at a Farmers 
Barn Door in Exgland at Thraſhing time, be 
and Monkeys like Flocks of Sheep on a DI 
Common, but we durſt not fire for fear of

when we got out of that Path, we came to {| 
a River, which was full as bad marching as 
before, occaſion d by the great Rains deſcend- 
ing from the Mountains, it took us ſome- | 
times up to the middle, and when out of 
it, had nothing but Rocks to climb over, 
and before we came to the Town (as they 
call it) we croſt this River thirty three 
times in ten Miles March, and in moſt

as a Man can do to ſtand on his Legs. 
Some of the Men tumbled, and loſt their 
Arms and Ammunition, and almoſt them- 
ſelves, each having with him a Gun, Piſtol 
and Cartouch Box, with thirty Cartridges 
beſides ſpare Shot, Powder and Proviſions, 
burthen enough for a City Porter, conſider- 
ing the way We kept marching that Night 
till it was quite dark, and then we cut Wood 
and built our ſelves Huts to ſhelter us from 
the Weather; at break of Day, on the 
twentieth, we ſet forward to the Town 
after the reſt of our Men, who had land- 
ed the Day before; and about ten a Clock 
we came to the Place of Rendezvous, where 
all our Men met together and lodged their 
Arms, only Captain Plowman and: Captain 
| Pilkington were orderd to ſtay with the 
Sloops ; at the ſame time there was Pro- 
viſion brought us for all the People, as Hogs 
Pickery's, Fowls, Oc. a Pickery is a Crea- 
ture like a Hog, and as ſweet Meat. On 
the twenty firſt at three in the After- 
noon, Orders were given to march, which 
we all did, down the ſame Riyer we came 
up, . but did not go above a quarter of a 
Mile before we mounted one of their Moun- 
tains ; the Path was ſo narrow, that but 
one Man could march, and almoſt Perpen- 
dicular ; ſo that we were forced to hawl 
our ſelves up by twigs of Trees; it was a- 
bove a Mile and a half high, and not twen- 
1 5 by-;

ty yards of plain Ground on it, ſo that 


back again to the Houſe we came from: 

Don Pedro having given directions to all the 
Indians to take them into their Houſes, 
and to let them not want for any thing 
that could be got for them by Women and 
Children, left in that Gamer for he took 
all the Men along with him: About ſeven 
in the Evening we got to the top of this 


People, the reſt lay without, we being in 
all 482 Ergliſh, beſides Indians, of whom 


dred under Pedro, but moſt of them very 
brisk young Fellows, each of them having 
two Lances, two Bows, and about twenty 
Arrows. They are all naked, having long 
black Hair hanging down to their Waſtes, 
and a Horn which they put their Yards in- 


to, ty'd with a String, and a very large 


piece of Gold, with a'Ring in the ſhape of 
half Moon. reaching from Ear to Ear, and 


a Hole in their Noſe, into which the Ring 


goes; and for the Women they have a 
Clout about their Poſteriors, and only a 


for they had rather have ſmall Beads, which 


are but of little value: Since the French Py- Þ 


rates have been amongſt them, they have

a Houſe, but not big enough to hold our 


at that time they had no more then a hun- 


Ring in their Noſes ; they value not Money, 
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Gun and Hanger, and two or three more of 
the Captains, which were all I ſaw amongſt 
them. | 

Next Day after a very hard march, we 
reſted at Night on the top of a very high 
Mountain, which according to the beſt of 


my Computation could not be leſs than 


four or five Miles in heighth. 

We had a verydifficult march for the two 
following Days, eſpecially by reaſon of the 
narrowneſs of the Path, and the rapidity 


and-depth of a River we were forced twice 


to croſs ; and therefore, on the 25th. reſt- 


ed among the Indians, who for the moſt 


part. live upon Plantains, Caſſador, and 
Beans ; their Drink is Chitty m made of Corn 
and Water boyled, and Muſolaw made 
with ripe Plantains boyled. 
On the 26th we croſſed the foremention'd 
River again, and beſides many other Incon- 


veniences, were incommoded with getting 
up to a prodigious Mountain, which, I be- 


lieve, could not beleſs than fix Miles hig 


Nothing remarkable hapned next Day, on- 
ly that we came up to a Spaniſh Houle, in 
which we found a Boy ſent from the place 


which we deſign d to attack, in order to get 


Intelligence. Our March on the 28th was 
exceeding difficult, by reaſon of the bad- 
neſs of the Way, ſteepneſs of the Moun- 
_ tains, and the many Rivers we had to paſs 


over ; fo that our Men fell ſick in great

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On the 2oth we came up to a Houſe 


where there was a Guard kept to look after 
us, conſiſting of a Spamſh Captain and nine 


more, whoſe Orders were to give all the 


Intelligence they could to the Mine,” whom 
we all killed, or took Priſoners, except one 


who made his eſcape to the Mine, and gave 
them an account of our approach. We loſt 


on our fide one Indian, whom we bury'd in 
the Houſe. This Day we marched over the 


higheſt of all the Mountains, and ſuch a | 


one as I thought Man could not be able to 


get up: I do really believe it could not be 1 


leſs than ſeven or eight miles high. Some of 


our Men imagin'd it to be within a Stone's 


caſt of Heaven, and would willingly have 
tarry'd there, eſpecially being much weari- 
ed with the Fatigue they underwent, and 


ſuppoſing they ſhould never come again ſo | 
near the bliſsful Region. We paſſed over 
three Rivers on the zoth; and being with- 
in two miles of the Town of Cana, a Spa- 
ziard who was ſet on the look out, was diſ- 
cover'd by our Forlorn, and was ſhot dead 


by Captain Goulding; we got into the Sa- 
vannah (as they call it) about eleven, but 


ſuch an one, as believe, was never ſeen be- 
fore, for we were up to the Crutches, go- 
ing up to the Town in Mud and Dirt; fe- Þ 
veral of our Men damnify'd their Arms and 


Ammunition. Captain Gandy and Gould- 


ing with Pedro, being in the Van, with a- 
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on as ſoon as they came within Gun ſhot, 6. 
Wand gur People not coming up, as faſt as "= 
they could, if it had been dry, Gandy made | 
n hault, but it was not above two or three 
Minutes, the reſt marching as faſt as poſſible 
to joyn them. The Spaniards ſeeing no 
15 more of us in number ſtood a ſmall Bruſh, 
7 but diſcovering the reſt, quickly retired from 
the Town to a Hill in the Woods; how- 
ever, we took ſome Priſoners, and thence 
{marching up to the Hill, which was natu- 
rally very ſtrong, we quickly drove them 
Ithence, and ſeizing what Booty they left 2 
there, we carryed it into the Church, as we 2 
did next Day, what Gold and Silver, with 
Rings and other rich Moveables, we could 
[get in the Town. 

On the' firſt of September we ſent out a 
| Company of our Men, with Spaniards and 
' Nee, to waſh: the Gold from the Oe: | 

the Mine is on the fide of a great Hill, a | "1

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waſb'd a ſecond time, and ſo eleared of

it's intermixed till there remains pure Gold. 


They make a great quantity of Gold every 
Day they work; we made five 


ngs, and fo proportionably for all things 
elle they carry what Gold they make every 


ſix Weeks to Panama, which is ſeven Days F 
Journey from this Town. The Town was 


now ſearch'd more narrowly,when we found 
more Gold and Plate. 


Next Day our Scouts brought in more 


Spaniards and Negroes, than we had already} 
in our Power, ſome of whom we ſent with 
a Guard to the Mine to waſh the Oare | | 
of which they made fix pound weight. 
We ſent twenty four Negroes on the third 
into the Mine, who brought eight Pounds 
of Gold: Now it was, that we began to

about nine hundred Houſes, but one Church, 
eit lyes from Caledonia S. W. about ſixteen 9 
7 Leagues ; fo that our deſign in marching ſo = 
far about, was to come upon them undiſ@ 1K 
covered. Indeed, ſuch a march, was never | 
nundertaken before, by any, but ſome French _

0 Having got over the Savannah on the 2B. 
„ we were the three ſucceeding Days much j 
ic incommoded in our march, eſpecially with 
our fick Men ; but on the eleventh, we got 
up to a large Indian Town, where we joyn- ©. 
ed all together; but the [ndians were very 
unkind to us, for we could get little of any 
ſort of Proviſions without ten times the 
value of it ; fo that ſcarcity began to creep 
in among us, moſt of our Shoes were worn 
out ; ſo that forty or fifty Shillings was a 
common Price for an old pair, others gave 
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
